Am in the Courfle of this Part of the

of Perfecution io Scotkind; and before I 
come to give you an Account of the Beha- 
viour of the Epifcopal Party to the Church, 
I think, it may not be amifs to give you 
fome Account of the Behaviour of the 
Charchtothem.

HE Convention of the Eftates in their 
Claim of Right, dated sbe 7thof April 
3689, Declared that Prelacy and the Superi- 
ority of any Office in the Church, above Pref- 
byters, bid teen agreat and unfupporrable 
Grievance 10 this Nation, and contrary to the 
Inclination of the Generality of the People ever 
finee the Reformation, they having reformed 
from Popery by Preshyters, and tbat therefore 
Prelacy oughs to be «abolifhed. 

The Parliament did upon she 224 of June 
1689, in Purfuance of the Claim of Right, 
abolifo Prelacy, and all superiority of any Offive 
in the Church above Presbyters, ind refcinded 
all A@s made in Favours of Epijcopacy. 

Upon the 25th ef April 1599, The Parlia- 
went did appoint and ordsiw, that aD theje 


Presbyterian Minifters then alive, who had 
been deprived of their Churches, or beni{bed, 
for not conforming to Prelacy, and not com- 
plying with the Courfes of shefe Times, foould 
bave forth with free Accefs to sheir Churches, 
thas they might shen Ais d ekercife their 
Minifiry in their Parifbes without any new 
Cal, andthe Privy Council was appointed to 
feethat A® put in Execution. 

And upon tke 7th Day of June 1690, Pref- 
byterian Church Government is eftablifoed 
aud declared to be she only Government of 
this Church, and the Weftminfler Confefion 
of Faith approven, end appointed to be the 
publick and avowed Confeffion of sbis Church, 
and all former A&s in Favours of the Presbye 
terian Church.Government are revived, re- 
newed and confirm’d And it is alfo abswed 
and declar'd, that the ChurchbeGovernmens 
Soould be eftablifoed in the Hands of, and ex- 
ercifed by thefe Presbyterian Miuifters who 
were outted, fince the sft Day of January, 
1661, for Nom-Conformity to Prelacy, and 
mere reftored, by the before-mentimed AG, 
25 April 1690. And fucb Minifters and 
Elders onty as thy bad ordained or received, 
or fhould thereafter ordsim or receive, And 
the Parliament iadyted 4 General Affembly of 
the Church of Scccland as them Eftaslifoed, to 
be bela upon the third Thurlday of Ocober 
1690, .ndin the mean time, ay and while the 
Church take further Courfe, The Genera, 
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Meering aud Reprefentarives of the forefuid 
Presbyterian 


Miniflers and Elders, cither by 
them [elves or fih Minifters, as ‘aes be 
appointed and authorized i'y them, fhould ace 
cording to the Practice and Cuftom of the Pref- 
byterian Government, were allowed to try and 
purge out all unfufficient, negligent, foanda: 
Lous and erroneous Minilters by due Courje of 
Ecclefiaflick Procefs and Cenfures, and to re- 
drefs all other Church Difirders. And it was 
by thar AG of Parliameut provided, thar 
whsifoever Minifter being conven'd before 
Church Fudicarories, foould either prove con- 
tumacious in not appearing, or be found guil- 
ty, and fhould be therefere cenfured, whither 
by Sufpenfion or Depofsion, they fhould ipfo 
tatko be fifpended from or deprived of sheir 
Stipends and Benefices.
